When their 
function as seliers has ceased for want of 
more lots tose!l, they, or perbhap their heirs, 
will do that which their pecuniary interests 
demande— withdraw from all connection with 
the property and absolve themselves, as they 
have the legal right to do, from all obliga 
tions to care for what they have sold. 

The fatal defect in each organization, then, 
ie this: there is no provision in either charter 
as they sell lots, 


vestinent, the income of which shall be devo- 
ted, forever, to the decent maintenance of 
these grounds. That is the obligation that 


which buyers of lots have not insisted upon. 
Henee the probability, nay, the certainty, of 
the impoverishment and decay in all these 
improvements which are now 60 gratifying to 
the eye and so charming to the cultivated 
taste. 

It will not do to say, that the intent of pro- 
prietors will be perpetual ; that as the specu- 
lation provesto be a good one, and as old 
ground is sold off, contiguous property will 
be added, and the old and new be maintained. 
It wi! not do to say so; because the interest 
of proprietors forbids it. When the land now 
devoted in either of these cemeteries to 
burial, is disposed of, new cemeteries adjcia- 
ing may be laid out end new companies or- 
ganized ; but it would be a hazirdous specu- 
lation that in the outset would saddle itself 
with a large arnaal outlay for a purpose the 
would bring nothing back; and the improv- 
ing and adorning of these old grounds would 
not yieldacent. It wili not do, either, to 
trust tothe effort of any voluntary associa 
tonto keep up and extend what the proprie- 
tors have begun. Our people are migratory ; 
families are scattered to tue ends ot the earth 
and become impoverished; the affection of 
grandchildren is uprelial: . Of the fifteen 
hundred or two thousand lot owners in the 
two cemeterics, in a quarter of a century the 
representatives who will have both the 
inclination and the ability to make 
the outlay necessary to keep two or three 
hundred acres (f ground and ten times that 
number of monuments and tombstones in 
order and repair, will be few indeed. And the 
few, unwilling to lecur the heavy tex for the 
benesit of others, will gradually remove their 
Sead, and permit decay to do its worst. 

So we see the inevitable end to which the 
sale of apy lot hastens the cetncteries of which 
wespesk. Aud as we are in this matter with- 
out any selfish purpose to serve, we have a 
right as citizens int rested in ali questions of 
public concep, to declare that it is time tor 
the people of Chicago, cepecialiy for those 
who bave sffections direc ly engaged in that 
of which we write, to enter a vigor 
ous agalnst any further 
proceeding in the way la which these ceme- 
tery corporations are managed. Ia most other 
cemeteries near our gi cat cities, the defects o! 
Organization that we bave pointed out, have 
been, if we are not misinformed, avolddd. 
Greenwood in New York, Mount Auburn ia 
Boston, and Laurel Hul ia Philadelphia, are 
not results of private speculation. A corpo- 
ration controls each one of these—a cot pora- 
tion made up of mer of wealth, tas‘e, leisure 
and character, whose labors are gratu!tous, 
and who are compelled to apply every dollar 
they receive, either to the adornment of the 
grounds under their care, or in the creation of 
a fund, the laterest of which goes perpetually 
to the cost of malatenance. We have not the 
charter of either of those cemeteries before 
use to verify what we say ; but such we are told 
are the facts. And such oughi to be the tacts 
ot the cemeteries near Chicago. 

Purposely avoiding any appeal to the senti- 
mente or affections of our readers, we treat 
this as purely a business matter; and we la- 
quire what is to be done to correct the abuse 
—wecan call it nothing else—of which we 
complain? Obviously, te induce the propri- 
etora, while they bave yet large interests to 
protect and large prospective values to realise, 
to tet apart a portion of the income derived 
from the rales of lots for purposes of perpet- 
ual maintenance - to convey rather the entire 
proprietory interest, with certain equitable 
reservations es to pro and mw wagement, to 
trustees who shall represent the interests of 
the great public now so completely overborne.
